A great many people<*t:siding about 
East Berkeley last evening may have 
thought that they heard the Salvation 
army marching through the streets. If 
they thought so they were mistaken for 
it was not its night out. 


The moon had not shown its bright, 
large face above the hills back of 
He 
rkeley when the soldier's tramp was 
hoard along Shattuck avenue and in 
other streets. 
It proved afterwards 
that Town Marshal Lloyd, in com­ 
mand of his brigade, (all brigadiers) , 


was giving them a drill for practice. ! 


At least this was the nominal excuse | 
given as it was the first time, under | 
the present regime, that a thing of this 
kind had happened. 
It was really a 
foreshadowing o( events to come. 
After some practice the whole force 
^"Wits marched down University avenue 


' 
in strict military style to the Town 
Hall. 
Once inside the force was then 
informed of an attack that would be 
made today upon the enemy. 
Silently 
and in the dark each and every one 
departed 
for his tent to sleep and 
dream on the events of the morrow. 


This morning at a good seasonable 
hour there was a gathering at the Town 
Hall of. the disciplined army, and as 
the clock clicked at 9:30 the aimy was 
set in motion. 
The attack was to be 
made at 10 o'clock precisely. 
The 
Marshal arranged his forces as follows: 


To the California and Acheson hotels 
Special Officer Esmond of l.orin and 
Deputy Sheriff and Constable Davis 
were assigned; Deputy Marshal Raw- 
son took his company to Fred Fonzo's 
Cafe, and Marsha! Lloyd stationed his 
forces at Geo. H. Strieker's cigar store. 


At 
the Achcson hotel, kept by A. 
Berg, there was no attempt at any 
hindrance of the soldiers passing ih. 


Mr. 
Berg happened to be away, over 
to San Francisco. A room was entered 
where a bar was found, and behind it 
and around about were found alleged 
liquors of all varieties. 
An express 
wagon was soon at the door and every 
vessel having in it anything in the 
shape of supposed illicit liquors was 
taken to the wagon and transported to 
the Town Hall. 


At the California Hotel, kept by Mr. 


1 >oran, the same 
kind of experience 


was gone through with. Mr. Salomon's 
billiard 
parlors were thoroughly ex­ 
amined but nothing of the kind of 
goods the officers 
were looking for 
could be found. 


At Fred Fonzo's cafe Officer Rawson 
found a good variety but not very 
large quantities of what is supposed to 
be contraband goods, all of which were 
consigned to the Town Hall and were 
conveyed there by an express wagon. 


At Strieker's cigar store there was 
some detention on account of the ab­ 
sence of the proprietor. 
He was sent 


for 
and on his appearance 
Marshal 
Lloyd entered into the back part of the 
building and found what he considered 
liquor, after sampling a variety of dif­ 
ferent kind of goods. 
The Marshal 


was not satisfied with what he could 
see in front of him but wanted to look 
into a sideboard and closet, which the 
owner 
refused to open for 
him. 
Witkuut much 
ado 
he forced the^ 


doqjgQcspfcn and 
found more goods 
upon which he placed the majestic 
hand cf the law. 


It was but a few minutes after 12 
o'clock noon when so much of the 
raid had been completed. 
All the 
ammunition 
and 
provisions of the 
enemy had been captured and placed 
in the Town HalL 


All of this work had been done un­ 
der the name of search warrants. Prep­ 
arations for another departure of the 
officers had been made at the hour 
mentioned above and it is quite likely 
that additional stores will be accumu­ 
lated in the town's fortress. 


The 
whole business was a complete 
surprise to those who controlled the 
places entered, and in fact to a very 
large majority of the community in 
East and North 
Berkeley. 
But very 


few were let into the sgeret and hence 
the quick success of Marshal Lloyd. 


W. H. Bone was on hand giving 
the officers all the assistance he could 
as a private citi/en. 


The goods captured take up about 
one-half of the main portion of the 
large hall in the town building. 


When it was all over the people on 
the streets seemed to have just awak­ 
ened to the fact that there was a genu­ 
ine 
raid 
upon 
the 
East 
Berkeley 
saloons. 
While the temperance peo­ 
ple have been long hoping that some 
thing of this kind would be done, they 
had met with so many set backs it be­ 


gan 
to be considered almost impossi­ 


ble to accomplish what they desired. 


Warrants for the arrest of the parties 
concerned will probably be issued and 
served this afternoon, and foi such 
others who may be caught in the same 


fix. •

A mass meeting was held at South 
Berkeley for the purpose of endorsing 
the proposition of the Board of Educa­ 
tion to bond the town and build a 
High School. 
As the matter had to 


all 
intents and purposes 
been 
pre­ 
arranged, the outcome of the meeting 


was that South Berkeley wanted a High 
School, and without giving any 
in­ 
structions to their representatives they 
would abide by the decision of the 
Boards of School Directors and Trus 
tees. 
The principal speakers of the 
evening were School Directors Boone 
and Norton, Trustee Hoff and private 
citizen Charles H. Spear. 


The 
situation at South Berkeley is 
to a certain extent different from other 
portions of the town. 
Previous to it 
becoming a part of Berkeley its citi­ 
zens bonded themselves in the sum of 
$10,000, 
which was 
afterwards in­ 
creased to $r 1,000, for the purpose of 
building a grammar 
school 
house. 


This money was sufficient to erect a 
nine-class room building, and finish the 
same with all that was necessary for 
school purposes. 
Now the 
property 
owners there are 
paying a certain 
amount of taxes each year, independ­ 
ent of all other taxes, to liquidate the

After he went to the ferry he 
went to the armory to prepare for his 
trip with the Signal Corps. 
He went 
on the Mission street car. 
He further 
testified that he did not meet Minnie 
Williams at the boat, nor did he see 
her 
there or anywhere else. He 
further 
stated that he often walked 
home with Miss Lamont from church, 
and that on one occasion he took her 
to the park and on another to a mu- 
sicale. 
He gave his testimony in the 
same manner as he did yesterday and 
was the most composed man in the 
room. 
He states that his attorneys 
and his detectives have tried to run 
down this unknown rnan but thus far 
they have failed to locate him. 


As is published elsewhere in these 
columns, Ike Bottomly, the notorious 
dog fighter and all round law breaker, 
was locked up yesterday in the county 
jail in default 
of bonds for resisting 
an officer. 
This mroning when the 
officers wanted to take him to Judge 
Gift's court for trial he refused to go 
or to walk a step. 
The officers de­ 
termined that he should go, so they 
picked him up and carried him, while 
a crowd of a thousand or more people 
followed him from the county jail to 
the courtroom. 
Upon arriving there 
his attorney plead not guilty for him 
and his case was set for Saturday next 


The man Kennedy who was con­ 
victed several days ago for attending 
the dog fight appeared for sentence, 
and his attorney made an appeal for 
over hour asking that the Court be 
lenient with his client. 
The Court 
took a different view of it however, and 
fined Kennedy $75 or 35 days in jail. 


This -caused great joy for Mrs. San- 
ford, but it completely knocked out the 
other thirty defendants who were pres­ 
ent at the fight and who are yet to be 
tried.

Isaac Bottomley, who was one of the 
principals in a dog-fighting^incTdent 
that recently transpired at his notorious 
resort in Temescal, stepped into the 
County Jail at Oakland yesterday with­ 
out realizing his position until the big 
iron doors clanged behind him. A 
warrant was issued for his arrest on a 
charge of selling liquor without a 
license. 
Constable Koch 
attempted 
to serve it but was overpowered by 
Bottomley and his wife. 
The dog 
fighter disappeared 
from 
his accus­ 
tomed haunts, and the dust began to 
settle on the warrant as it laid in the 
office of Justice Clilt. 


Bottomley surprised the officers yes 
terday by surrendering himself. He 
had two bondsmen, James Butler and 
John White, to qualify as sureties for 
his appearance in court, and thus pre­ 
pared himself to keep out of jail. The 
constable had a surprise in store for 
Bottomley, however, and sprung it by 
serving a warrant upon the dog-baiter 


for resisting an officer. He was unable 
to furnish bail and was hustled off to 
the County Jail.

Berkeley Station 
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Com prewed Air. 


Aocording to a statement made at the 
Montreal meeting of the American So­ 
ciety of Mechanical Engineers by Su­ 
perintendent Heggem of the engine 
works at Massillon, O., the advantages 
of compressed air have been very pro­ 
nounced in the foundry operations of 
that establishment The air is supplied 
by means of three compressors. A bell 
driven compressor, \S by 10 incites in 
size, runs constantly and supplies most 
of the air that is used, and the working 
pressure is from 60 to 70 pounds; a7)j 
inch by 7 inch steam driven duplex 
compressor is operated by a pressure 
valve, so that when the pressure of air 
falls below 60 pounds this compressor 
is put in motion to supply the deficien­ 
cy—the air supply being thus main­ 
tained automatically. 
A smaller steam 
driven compressor is also kept as a re­ 
serve in case of accident to either of the 
other machines. 
The air is stored in 
three reservoirs of 260 oubic feet capac­ 
ity each, and these reservoirs are placed 
in those parts of the works where the 
greatest volume of air is required, and, 
owing to the intermittent use of the air, 
the compressors are equal to furnishing 
a sufficient amount, and at a cost of 
something like $8 per day of ten hours. 


Old English Coal Records. 


There is a record, dated 852, of the 
receipt of 13 cartloads of fossil coal at 
the abbey of Peterborough, and this was 
assuredly not the first case of produc­ 
tion and delivery. 


The deeds of the bishopric of Durham 
contain reoords of grants of land to col­ 
liers as far back as 1180, in various 
parts of the county. In the year 1239 a 
charter was granted by Henry HI to the 
freemen of Newcastle-on-Tyne to dig 
coal in the fields belonging to the cas­ 
tle, and it was in or about this year 
that coal was first sent to London. 
Very 
early in the fourteenth century evidence 
abounds of a large consumption ofj coal 
by smiths, brewers and others. Already 
the smoke nuisance appeared, and a 
commission of Edward I levied fines to 
prevent i t 


Another charter, or license, was grant­ 
ed to the freemen of Newcastle in Ed­ 
ward Ill's time to work coal within the 
town walls, and in the year 1367 coal 
began to be worked at Winlaton, in the 
neighborhood where George Stephenson 
was to evolve .the locomotive 400 years 
later, while himself a worker at the 
ooal pits.—All-the Year Round.

She openly avows 
her opinion that American servants 
dress too well, and says: " N o girl in 
my house can wear a fringav 
I tell her 
plainly she must part her him and comb 
it neatly back beneath a cap, and she 
must wear an apron and no jewelry, 
but a ribbon around her neck. 
Only a 
lady's maid may wear a brooch and go 
without the cap, but she must wear an 
apron. 
They must wear their caps at 
the theater too. 
Why, if they didn't I 
would wear one myself I There must be 
a distinction made somehow.'' 


Mrs. Kendal probably does not re­ 
member that 100 or so years ago the 
social line of demarcation was daawu at 
actors and actresses, Dr. Johnson desig­ 
nating them as "amusing vagabonds." 
Nor does she evidently take into account 
that in this country those employed in 
domestio service are such an important 
and independent class that an employer 
has commonly too great fears of her 
cook being tempted away from her by a 
plain gold ring to stand at a brooch or 
a string of beads.—Exchauga
